we have to try te work out something that-could insure that tie ups that have occurred when we've gone over 

30 pages and had to mile bulletins in flat envelopes ... we are not upset when we have to track down snarlups 
inside the post office that resulted in the late delivery of arcund five cr ten Ist-class bulletins adressed 

‘vo New York members we» but it does bother us when we have tc fill ows the forme required for complaints from 
members who receive the bulletin vie third class mil. We have explained thet there are three factors which 
result in 1 the late delivery of third cless mil ... 1) continued inertaae of the pest offices workload, with 
third class getting last priority ... 2) severely understaffod Boston arca post offices, who tell us that third 
class mil can be delayed as much as 10 days just in Boston «.. and 3) the fact thet in cur two previous pub-. 
lishing locetions, special arrangements were made so that the DATE could appe.r in the third cless postmark, 
thus speeding things uo. This, unfortunately, is NOT POSSTSLE HERR. We INADVERTENTLY put the dete on a couple 
ef third class meters, and got them bounced back to us! As wetve pointed out before, the only way to overooms 
this problem is buying FIRST CLASS POSTAGE fer the bulletin through the $10 membership. Remember, though, that 
everytime you comlain to the U.S. Postal Authorities about mil delivery, they come to us, and (as far as third 
‘elass 18 concerned) waste our time besause we always come back to the above three auswers. Te you want to 
complain about third class mailing problems, hit your Congressman or Senator s«. and maybe talk tem Hite ~allowiy 
hobby ¢lubs Sesond Class mailing privileges (from which we are now specifically exept.) > *

Everytim 
we send out a third class buiLETIN that gets returned, it costs us 10g (or more) Arid since the delay in third 
lass is 7 to 16 days on both ends, we don't get the address change until three or four issues have gone out, 
In addition, it costs 15¢ for a new address plate. Additionally, the post office has now begun a new "service" 
So organizations whese envelope advises "Return Requested." When PIRST CLASS bulletins are forwarded to your 
New address, the post office now sends us a little address change card and charges us 10¢ for this. Therefore, 
ve must enforce the old 25% per address change rule. And for third class members, we must add one more adjunot 
vo this ... namely, we will hold ell bulletins here until we areinformed of_the addruss, receive tho 25¢ addre 
Shange fee, and further, it will cost an additional 15¢ per missed bulletin, The latter is an amp], Fication

Absolute requirements are a 
455 ke IF and a hbandspread; the stability and freedom from drift provided by a 
regulated power supply is highly desirable, I'd suggest one of the medium-priced 
Hammarlund receivers (the HQ-1650 in particular): they're available second-hand at 
reasonable prices, dial calibration and stability are very good, and there's enough 
room inside for rather extensive modifications.

The Voice of America Bangkok Relay station was formally inaugurated on March 
28, 1968, Regularly, scheduled Voice of America area language programs have been 
transmitted by the new one million watt facility since February 1. Initial on-air 
tests were. begun during the first part of January and continued through February 
1968, During this test period the transmitter operated mostly at reduced power. 
However, since Februery 28 the full power output of one megawatt has been realized 
during most of the operating schedule. Reports received so far indicate that the 
reception is equal to or exceeds the expected coverage. 


The standard VOA definition of satisfactory reception is: Under typical listen- 
ing conditions, the intended program can. be listened to with ease and without undue 
annoyance. Using this standard, the following areas report satisfactory receptien: 


Baguio, Philippines Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia 
Dacea, Pakistan Rangoon, Burma 
Djakarta, Indonesia Saigon, Vietnam 
Gavhati, Assam, India ~ Vientians, Lacs 


‘Additionally, the transmission produced satisfactory reception two out of three 
days monitored at Medan, Indonesia, The signal was generally very poor at New Delhi 
and unheard at Caleutta and Madras, India. The VOA relay station at Colombo, Ceylon, 
reported no reception at the station but some satisfactory reception on a Zenith 
‘portable radio in town, Ceylon and most of India are outside the estimated coverage 
area. It is interesting to note that transmissions have been heard as far away as 
Perth, Hawaii, and Sweden. A-monitor at Okinawa observed good signal strength and 
audio quality with light co-channel interference. 


The estimated coverage map shows two lobes, one extending north to cover Bast 
Pakistan, Burma,’ northern Thailand, Indo-China, and parts of south China; and the 
other south to cover southern Thailand, Malaysia, Sumatra and parts of Borneo and 
Java.

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INETAN DIALECTS IN BOLIVIA 
by Cesar Chjio 


In books, newspapers, magazines and wherever anybody can find information about 
Sclivia it will be seen that Spanish is usually reported as the language spoken in 
‘he country, but contrary to this, as it is in other Spanish-speaking Iatin American 
sountries, Bolivia is perhaps the only one in which most of the natives do not speak 
it as their native language. Several Indian dialects are widely spoken and preferred 
in most parts. of the country, comprising together largely more than half of the total 
population, These age-old dialects are direct remains and live heritage of the Inca 
Eupire which reigned centuries ago over present Eolivia. This people has maintained 
through the years their own communication speech despite the schools that daily teach 
Spanish to all children, which has to be learned as one more subject, and needed for 
business and rated as a haigh class language worth learning, besides being the 
official language of the country. But really only 20% of the population speak it as 
their main language. For this reason, almost everybody ig bilingual in Bolivia. 


wuechua is the main dialect in actual use by the population, and it is learned 
easily since childhood at home, in the streets, at work, in sports stadiims, in fact 
im every place that two people can meet. At least 50% of the population speak it 
fluently as a major native tongue, And it is natural that radio stations usually 
broadcast many hours of their daily time in this dialect as a way of reaching the 
people with programs and especially advertising. Best hours are usually early in the 
morning (around 8 a.m. some stations in the main cities change to Spanish) or in the 
evening. Cochabamba, the most important city in the agricultural region, is the — 
center of the area from which this dialect radiates to other places, and where it is 
difficult to find anyone who does not speak it, Other departments speaking Quechua 
are Chuquisaca, where the capital city of the country (Sucre) is located - la Paz is 
the seat of the governnent - and Tarija in the south, also egricultural places. One 
important f which has helped this dialect to spread throughout the country is that 
many nati fron Cochabamba and neighboring places have moved elsewhere in search of 
new opportunities, mainly in the East, where they can work either in several sugar 
mills, or in mines, or in the production of tropical fruit. Potosi and Oruro, 
important tin mining places, also speak this dialect. 


Aymara follows in importance as a native tongue, being spoken by 20% of the 
population, mostly in the department of La Paz. 


Other dialects of not much importance (in this order) are: Guarani, which is 
spoken near the Paraguayan border, in the department of Santa Cruz. This dialect is 
also widely spoken by natives or indians in Paraguay. On the west, by the Chilean 
border, Araucano is mostly in use, On the north and north-oast, in Beni and Pando 
departments, Guarayo and Yura are also spoken.
